Last  year  we  disposed  of  all  of  our  more  com- 
mon Gladioli,  and  put  many  fine  varieties  into 
Mixtures,  reserving  only  a few  Novelties  that 
came  up  to  our  standards  of  BEAUTY,  VIGOR, 
and  PRODUCTIVENESS. 

Now  after  a wonderful  growing  season,  we  find 
ourselves  swamped  with  a stock  far  exceeding 
the  planting  space  of  our  garden.  This  surplus 
we  must  dispose  of  to  our  neighbors — flower- 
lovers  everywhere — to  find  room  for  our  fast- 
increasing  number  of  seedlings,  the  best  of  which 
we  expect  to  name  and  introduce  in  a few  years.

While  the  Gladiolus  will  grow  in  any  part  of 
our  country,  and  in  any  kind  of  soil,  most  vari- 
eties prefer  a rich  sandy  loam.  Heavy  soil  may 
be  lightened  by  adding  coal  ashes  or  fine  sand, 
Avoid  wet,  sour  land. 

The  one  thing  “Glads”  must  have  is  full  sun- 
light. Avoid  shade  of  trees. 

Fertilization — Any  well-rotted  manure  may 
be  used  Cow  manure  is  excellent;  sheep  man- 
ure is  good,  the  dried  pulverized  form  often  is 
cultivated  into  the  soil  after  the  plants  are  up. 
Hen  manure  and  ashes  should  be  used  sparingly.

Any  good  potato  or  garden  fertilizer,  strong  in 
potash,  is  good. 

Some  growers  cover  the  bulbs  with  a little  dirt, 
then  put  garden  fertilizer,  bone  meal  or  dried 
sheep  manure — or  a mixture  of  any  of  these— 
on  top  before  filling  up  the  trench. 
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No.  2 — Golden  West

HOW  TO  GROW  GLORIOUS  “GLADS”— Continued 

Fresh  manure  or  strong  fertilizer  must  not 
touch  bulbs. 

How  to  Plant — In  the  East,  bulbs  may  be  plant- 
ed from  early  May  until  the  last  of  June.  For  a 
long  blooming  season,  plant  at  intervals  of  two 
weeks. 

Plant  in  rows  eighteen  inches  to  two  feet  or 
more  apart.  For  full-size  bulbs  dig  a trench  four 
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No.  3 — Maid-o’-the-Mist 

(Primulinus  Hybrids) 

Contains  the  finest  French,  Dutch,  and  Ameri- 
can (Orchid)  “Prims” — both  plain  and  ruffled — 
obtainable,  and  we  have  added  many  of  the  best 
named  varieties  (up  to  75c  each).

HOW  TO  GROW  GLORIOUS  “GLADS”— Continued 

to  five  inches  deep — 4he  lesser  depth  in  heavy 
soil.  Place  bulbs  right  side  up  from  four  to  six 
inches  apart.  Many  growers  plant  in  double 
rows.  Some  prefer  to  cover  with  about  three 
inches  of  soil  filling  in  later  as  plant  grows.  Hill- 
ing up  a little  helps  keep  weeds  down  and  gives 
support  when  flowering. 

The  smaller  sizes  should  planted  early;  depth 
of  planting  in  proportion  to  size. 

Bulblets  germinate  better  if  soaked  a few  days 
in  warm  water  care  being  taken  not  to  let  them 
mold.  Plant  quite  thickly  in  a two-inch  row 
and  coyer  with  two  inches  of  soil.

HOW  TO  GROW  GLORIOUS  “GLADS”— Continued 

Cultivation — No  flower  repays  proper  care  bet- 
ter than  the  Gladiolus.  To  begin  with,  keep  crust 
from  forming  over  the  bulbs.  Rake  over  with  a 
steel  rake  or  with  a long-tined  dung  fork.  Cul- 
tivate frequently,  but  be  careful  after  blooming 
spikes  appear  not  to  cultivate  very  deep  near 
plant. 
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Liquid  manure  may  be  used  once  a week  to  ad- 
vantage, especially  after  blooming  spikes  begin 
to  appear. 

In  dry  spells  a thorough  watering  every  few 
evenings  is  a great  help.  “Glads”  need  plenty  of 
water  at  blooming  time;  lack  of  it  mean  poor 
spikes  and  small  flowers,  and  the  variety  or  the 
dealer  is  unjustly  blamed. 

Cut  Flower  Spikes  on  a slant  when  first  bud 
opens;  keep  out  of  the  sun  in  vases  of  cool  water. 
Cut  a little  off  bottom  of  spike  every  day  and 
change  water,  picking  off  blossoms  as  they  fade. 

Always  leave  at  least  four  leaves  to  develop 
new  bulb. 

Decorations — Use  Yellow  “Glads”  for  Golden 
Weddings,  Whites  for  Silver;  Lavender  and  light 
shades  for  funerals;  Pinks,  Orange  and  Reds  for 
weddings.  Send  bright  colors  to  sick  friends 
and  shut-ins. 

Don’t  crowd,  and  don’t  mix  up  a lot  of  jarring 
colors  in  same  bouquet! 

Digging  and  Storing — Dig  bulbs  after  first  hard 
frost,  cutting  tops  close  to  bulb.  Roots  and  re- 
mains of  old  bulb  should  be  taken  off  when  dry; 
then  store — not  over  four  inches  deep — -in  boxes 
in  cool,  dry,  frost-proof  cellar.  A temperature 
around  40  degrees  is  best. 

Bulblets  should  not  be  dried.  Storing  in  dry 
sand  gives  better  germination.
